FARM AND HOME. 


Feeding Horses. 
It might lie said that gras-* is the n a t­ 
ural ration for the hors**, but when con­ 
li lied to a barn and also when worked, 
t In* animal needs a more strengthening 
and nutritious food. 
To feed properly 
there must be a mixed diet. 
The inten­ 
tion of th** food is to supply heat ami 
muscles, but riot an oversupply of fat. 
The quantity of food given should be 
based on th** amount of work the horse 
has done 
th** more work the greater 
the amount of food that should be given. 
Th** fomis th a t are generally fed ar** 
hay, grass, corn, oats, barley, rye. bran, 
carrots, turnips and 
apples. 
Of 
the 


rooknecka, easily intercross with each 
other. 
Gregory says th a t grouping all the 
running varieties together, we express 
the rnarketman s idea of a squash, as 
distinguished from a pumpkin, when we 
say that all varieties having soft or 
fleshy stems, either with or without a 
shell} and all varieties having a hard, 
woody stem and without a shell, are 
squashes j while all having a hard stem 
and shell, the flesh of which is not bit­ 
ter, an* pumpkins; and all of this class, 
th** flesh of whieh contains a bitter prin­ 
ciple, are gourds.

Oats build up the muscles, make 
blood and put nerve and endurance in 
the hors**. 
On a* count of th* price, oats 
are not generally used, arid in such east s 
eare must Im* taken that the hay given 
is rather rich iii protein. 
Corn and tim othy hay are of a heat­ 
ing nature and hard on the digestion, 
causing th** animal to perspire freely. 
If coni is liberally used, sonic bran, with 
clover or H«tm** well-curod pea-vine hay, 


ere*! with well-rotted manure in ample 
quantity. 
The size of the squash may 
be 
in­ 
creased by later manuring each hill. 
In 
preparing the hills for seed, th** ground 
should b** worked over irtto little mounds 
about as large as a h alf-bushel measure, 
ami th** hill- should Ik* six or eight feet 
apart in each direction, according to the

contain, and when the land is plowed 
next year, by plowing six or eight inches 
deep the richest part of the soli is not 
on top where the r*>ots cannot reach. 
Carrots ami mangel-wurzel*, or man 
golds, are p p neglected crops th a t are 
valuable arid easily grown. 
Either of 
them produces heavily* on good corn land 
anil makes excellent winter feed for all 
kinds of livestock and poultry. 
Carrots ar** especially good for rows 
and horses, while u few mangolds for 
cows, sheep and hogs promote health 
and growth. 
For poultry they make a 
perfect substitute fur green feed or other 
kinds.— Farmers and Drovers’ Journal.

though it may not be dangerous to cut 
and feed grass immediately after the 
spray has been applied.—Country Gen­ 
tleman.

Catch Crops. 
The term “catch crop" is not generally 
understood. 
It applies 
to 
any crop 
grown that is not regularly planned for 
a certain field, in other words, it is put 
in where another crop has failed, or 
after another crop has 
been 
removed 
from the 
land. 
As 
illustration, millet 
sown where a corn or other grain crop 
has failed, or raja* sow ti with a grain 
crop, or after a grain crop, or in corn 
at the last cultivation to funi.sh fall 
feed, is a “catch crop.” 
There should la* more interest taken in 
this catch-erop quest ion than what there 
is. 
The use of such crops should be ex­ 
tended, as they not only furnish very 
cheap feed, but they grow in place of 
weeds, and improve tin* condition of the 
soil by adding vegetable m atter, espe­ 
cially if pastured off or plowed under. 
Of aff .these crops, rap** 
is 
probably 
best, as the seed is very cheap, 
it grows 
quickly and furnishes excellent p astu r­ 
age for all animals, with the possible 
exception for milch cows. 
Rape makes 
a good growth for pasture in ulwmt six 
weeks after sowing, if sowm alone. 
It 
may be sown successfully with grain 
crops when they ar** sown, or shortly 
afterw ard. 
When sown in this way it 
is used for fail pasture. 
An instance is cited where a farmer 
sowed rape and clover in sixty acres of 
grain in t h e sp ring of He ir ,-nmI that fall 
pustuled his herd of tw enty cows two 
months on this field, getting from the 
creamery $225 in cream checks for the 
two months, which brought him over $3 
per acre from his field after getting the 
r* gtilar grain crop. 
The w hole of the 
crop was left on the field. 
While grow* 
ing after harvest it used the available 
plant food in the soil, which otherwise 
would have been largely lost by leaching, 
and thus left this plant food in the soil 
iii the form of vegetable m atter 
that 
will be easily broken down next year, 
and while being broken down or rotting 
it will help to liberate the mineral pi.*?t 
fowl locked in the soil. 
Such a crop 
ad*is considerable to the income from 
th** field the year it is grown, besides 
leaving the soil in better condition Jot 
crops in succeeding years. 
Rape is not 
considered a desirable food 
for 
milch 
cow’s, but for tither classes of stock it is 
excellent. 
Where land is very rich there is some 
danger th at the rape may grow too large 
in th** gin in and cause trouble in har­ 
vesting and curing the crop. 
In such 
cases it is well to sow the rajn* after 
th** grain is up, thus giving the grain u 
considerable start. 
'The rap** may be 
scattered on th** 
field 
any convenient 
way, as by hand or with a hand broad­ 
cast seder. 
W hen it is sown 
at 
th** 
same time as the grain crop, it, of course, 
is mix**ii with th** gi gin 
ami in such 
eases there is no cost of sowing. 
Then* is a certain amount of mo*'tun* 
and plant food constantly Kung taken 
from any soil during tie* open season, 
whether there is a crop growing on it or 
not. 
Crops growing on th** fields during 
the fall are not depleting th** soil of fer­ 
tility, but are simply making iro* of 
what would otherwise be wasted.— Phil- 
adelohi.i Record.

The Nationalists’ leader in a 
note to the Russian and British lega­

nothing is demanded from th** shah 
but a real constitution. 
Sipahdar al­ 
ready has summoned the m em bers of 
the Mejliss to witness the opi ning of 
parliament. 
While Sardarasad and Sipahdar, the 
leaders in the movement, concentrated 
th** attention of the Royalists by d e m ­ 
onstrations to the west, a strong body 
of Nationalists and Bakhtiaris made 
their way unnoticed 
around to the 
north, from which point the capture of 
the capital was not difficult. 
T he 
guards at the northern gates were 
disarmed and the Invaders marched in, 
th** foreign section leaders taking up 
their quarters in the old Mejliss build­ 
ing. 
This gives the Nationalists co m ­ 
mand of the city with the exception of 
th e 
artillery 
square 
and 
the 
drill 
ground adjoining. 
'File Royalists are badly situated to 
m ake further resistance, and the Cos­ 
sacks, under com m and of Russian ofti- 
ceis, remain outside the city, entirely 
cut eft from th e ir com rades in the ar­ 
tillery square. 
The invaders 
lost 
only one 
man 
while making their entry into the city. 
The loss to t ha* Royalists is unknown. 
but cannot be heavy, as the Cossacks 
were the only defenders to offer re­ 
sistance. 
They are keeping up a des­ 
ultory tire and occasionally are m ak­ 
ing use of their artillery. 
There is 
much ill feeling against the Russians, 
and the Nationalists ar** endeavoring 
to prevent any incident that might jus­ 
tify a Russian force entering the city.

THE HOUSE FLY DANGER. 


Insect Responsible For Many Cases of 
Typhoid Fever. 
Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the bu­ 
reau of entomology of the d ep artm en t 
of agriculture, in a re* e a t bulletin esti­ 
mates th a t a t an annual expense of 
about $9,000 the typhoid or house fly 
could be largely eliminated as an ele­ 
ment in the tra n sfe r of disease in the 
District of Columbia. Ile adds t h a t the 
typhoid fly is a very im p o rtan t cause 
of a large num b er of typhoid fever 
cases In the restrict. 
After discussing experiments show­ 
ing the d a n g e r of th e house fly and 
the benefit of its extermination Dr. 
H o w a rd continues: 
"All this means th a t if w e allow the 
accumulation of filth we will have 
house flies an d lf we do not allow it 
to a ccum ulate we will have no house 
flies. 
With the careful collection of 
garbage In cans and the removal of 
the contents at more frequent Inter­ 
vals th an ten days and with the prop­ 
er regulation of abattoirs and more 


partic ularly with tile proper regulation 
of stables iii which horses are kept the 
typhoid fly will become a rare species. 
It will not be necessary to tre a t horse 
m anure with chloride of lime o r w ith 
kerosene or with a solution of paris 
green or a rse n a te of lead lf stablemen 
are required to place the m a n u re daily 
in a proj*erly covered receptacle an d lf 
It Is carried a w a y once a week.—W a s h ­ 
ington Star.

C Y R U S H. Iv. C U R T IS , the well­ 
know n m agazine publisher of I ’hilndel- 
phia, was horn in P ortland, Me., Ju n e 
IS, 1850. 
l i e was educated in the pub­ 
lic schools of New England, and a tte r 
leaving school went to Boston ami en­ 
gaged in the new spaper publishing busi­ 
ness. 
T h e year or the centennial expo­ 
sition he w ent to Philadelphia and estab­ 
lished the Tribune and F arm er, and later 
founded a m onthly m agazine for women 
which attained rem arkable success. O th ­ 
er publications were established and in 
the course of time the business of the 
Curtis 
Publishing com pany, of which 
Mr, ( ’urtis is president* becam e the larg 
est of its kind in the world. 
In 1810 
Mi*- C urtis purchased an antiquated pub­ 
lication that had been edited in its early 
career by Benjam in Franklin.

converted into a weekly new spaper and 
magazine, which is said now to have the 
largest circulation <>f any publication of 
its kind in the work!.
